DECLARATION OF JAMES R NAUGHTON 

I, James P. Naughton, declare as follows: 

1 . I am an attorney of record in the above-identified patent application. 

2. On or about September 7, 1999, my law firm, Brinks Hofer Gilson & Lione (the 
"Firm"), received a Notice of Abandonment dated August 31, 1999 in this application. 

3 . The Notice of Abandonment advised that the appUcation was abandoned in view 
of a failure to file a response to an Office letter mailed on January 21, 1999 (the "Office 
Action"). 

4. I was not aware of the existence of the Office Action of January 21, 1999 until I 
received the Notice of Abandonment. 

5. The standard docketing procedure of the Firm is for Patent Office correspondence 
to be received in a post office box. The Firm's internal mailroom personnel deliver mail fi-om 
the post office box as a bundle directly to the docketing department, to minimize the possibility 
that Patent Office correspondence may be misrouted by the mailroom. The docketing 
department personnel then open the post office bundle, date stamp the items, and docket all 




relevant deadlines in both a computer docket system and a manual docket system. The docket 
department then files the Patent Office correspondence in the appropriate patent file, lists the 
correspondence and the deadline on the fi"ont of the file jacket, and forwards the file to the 
responsible attorney or agent. 

6. My practice is to maintain a personal matter docket, in addition to the manual 
docket and the computer docket maintained by the Firm as described above. 

7. AAer receivmg the Notice of Abandonment, I reviewed the Firm file for the 
above-identified appUcation, the Firm docket records, and my personal docket. I did not fmd any 
indication that the Office Action of January 21, 1999 was received at the Firm prior to receipt of 
the Notice of Abandonment. My review included the outer jacket of the Firm file for the above- 
identified appUcation, the contents of the Firm file for the above-identified application, relevant 
portions of the computer docket system, relevant portions of the manual docket system, and my 
personal docket. Based on my review of the above-identified materials, I attest to the following 
facts: 

(a) Exhibit A is a true copy of the outer jacket of the Firm file for the above- 
identified appUcation, and the outer jacket has not been altered in any way to mask out any 
entries thereto. 

(b) I reviewed the jacket cover (Exhibit A), and it includes no entry relating to the 
Office Action of January 21, 1999. 

(c) I inspected the contents of the Firm file for the above-identified appUcation, and I 
found no copy of or reference to the OflBce Action of January 21, 1999. 

(d) Exhibit B is a true copy of the relevant portions of the computer docket for this 
appUcation, and this copy has not been altered. The case record sheet of Exhibit B includes a 
prosecution history that indicates aU actions due to be performed by the Firm and aU actions sent 
by the U.S. Patent Office related to the above-identified application. 

(e) None of the entries of the case record sheet of Exhibit B indicates that the Office 
Action of January 21, 1999 was received by the Firm prior to receipt of the Notice of 
Abandonment. 

(f) Exhibit C is a true copy of the relevant portions of the manual docket, and this 
copy has not been altered except that the entries of unrelated cUent matter numbers, attorneys' 
initials and names of inventors have been redacted. 
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(g) None of the docket entries for the manual docket of Exhibit C relates to, refers to, 
or indicates that the Office Action of January 21, 1999 in connection with this appUcation (our 
docket 9333/50) was received in this office prior to receipt of the Notice of Abandonment. 

(h) None of the information in my personal docket indicates that the Office Action of 
January 22, 1999 was received prior to receipt of the Notice of Abandonment. 

8. I have reviewed the docketing procedures, the relevant docket records of the Firm, 
and my personal docket records, as described above. Based on my review, I am convinced that 
the January 21, 1999 Office Action in this appUcation was not received by the Firm. Otherwise, 
the January 21, 1999 Office Action would have been referenced in Exhibits A, B, C, and my 
personal docket. 

9. I hereby declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are true 
and that all statements made on information and belief are beUeved to be true; and further that
